$1,000,000 Worth Stolen From 
Docks in Year—Salvage 
Dealer Indicted. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25 (AP)—A 
big-scale coffee stealing racket, 
which, authorities say, may have 
accounted in part for the recent 
coffee shortage in this country, 
has been uncovered on the New 
York City waterfront. 


Police said $1,000,000 worth of 
unroasted coffee had been stolen 
from the docks in the last year. 

One salvage merchaygt was in- 
dicted and arrested yesterday, 
and other arrests were reported 
imminent. Detectives—some mas- 
querading as longshoremen — 
have been working on the case 
for a year. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Louis Andreozzi said the harbor 
racketeers had been preying on 
coffee cargoes brought from Bra- 
zil to Brooklyn @ocks. 

In unloading, he said, coffee 
was spilled on the docks—either 
deliberately or accidentally—and 
was swept up and sold to traders 
at 40 per.cent below wholesale. 

The spilled coffee cannot be 
résold in the United States, Can- 
ada or Mexico because of regula- 
tions against it, but can be sold 
in other countries. 

To cover up the missing cof- 
fee, An said, same public 
weighers, insurance agents and 
steamship employes reported 
smaller weights received than 
actually were received.

Matt F. Morse Asserts Ru- 
mors Are Designed to Con- 
fuse St. Louis Voters. 


City gasoline taxes will not be 
eliminated under Gov. Forrest 
Smith's bill to double the state 
gasoline tax, which is to be voted 
on in a special referendum April 
4, Matt F. Morse, president of the 
Automobile Club of Missouri, said 
yesterday. 

“There has been a studied ef- 
fort to cireulate the story that city 
gasoline taxes are being abol- 
ished,” he charged. “These ru- 
mors are not based on any facts, 
and are merely an effort of the 
proponents to confuse city voters.” 

Morse said St. Louisans will 
continue to pay the l-cent city 
tax and the 144-cent federal gaso- 
line tax if the Governor’s bill to 
} increase the state tax from 2 to 4 
cents a gallon is approved. The 
4-cent state tax would increase 
gasoline taxes in St. Louis to 64% 
cents a gallon, and increase ‘the 
total taxes to $10,000,000 a year, 
he said. 

Meanwhile, officials of the Bet- 
ter Roads Committee of Missouri, 
the front organization for the 
Governor’s tax bill, met in Jef- 
rferson City today to consider the 
une attack on the bill by 
the vice president of the County 
Judges’ Association. 

H. H. Palmer, presiding judge 
of the Pike: County Court, dis- 
tributed letters to all county 
‘courts in Missouri, charging that 
the State Highway Department “is 
going to doublecross the counties 
again” and will forget rural roads 
after farmers have voted for the 
tax increase. He urged them to 
help defeat the bill.

The claims of the promoters need 
to be checked over almost as much as the colds 
need to be cured.

| Farmers are planting no more potatoes than in Civil War days, 
writer notes, yet Government pays for spuds that rot in fields; 
price support program only partly explains surplus; Americans are 
eating fewer potatoes and new methods increase production. 


Josephine Ripley in the Christian Science Monitor 


Potatoes appear to be getting into more 
hot water all the time—and not the kind 
that just boils them. They are the victims 
of a series of circumstances as involved 
as the plot of development of a whodunit. 


Why, even you, with your eyebrows 
raised over the incongruity of Canadian 
potatoes on American dinner plates while 
home-grown spuds are left to rot in the 
field, may be partly to blame. 

Also involved is a “Mr. X” character 
known as DDT. Then, of course, it’s always 
easy to blame things on the weather—and 
in this case the weather really is a guilty 
party. 

Price support plays a kind of Dr. Jekyll- 
Mr. Hyde role. It has saved the potato 
farmer bankruptcy, yet is one of the prin- 
cipal causes of the present potato Scan- 
dal.” a 

Actually, potato farmers are planting 
no more acres to potatoes these days than 
in Civil War times! And acreage has been 
cut back 25 per cent in the last four years. 

Yet farmers are raising more potatoes 
than ever. Thanks—if that N the word—to 
DDT and to modern fertilizers, a dozen 
potatoes spring forth today where only one 
grew yesterday. 


How Canada Got Into It 


Now, this is where you come in, and 
you are not co-operating at all! Diet-con- 
scious, weight-watching Americans just 
aren't eating potatoes the way they used to. 
Why, in 1909 the average American downed 
193 pounds of potatoes a year—and liked 
‘em! Today it is estimated that the aver- 
age person consumes only about 100 
pounds a year. i 

As to those Canadian spuds and how 


Even with the tariff, Canadian potatoes 
can come into the United States and sell 
for less than the home-grown product. Low 
shipping rates help. Foreign ships unload- 
ing at the maritime provinces will oftén 
take on a load of potatoes as ballast at a 
“bargain” rate. 


More facts about Canadian potatoes: 
They are coming in now in competition 
with home-grown spuds over a 75-cent 
tariff wall, but under the reciprocal trade 
agreement with Canada 1,000,000 bushels 
of table potatoes may come in at the “bar- 
gain” tariff rate of 37½ cents, and 2,- 
500,000 bushels of certified seed potatoes 
at the same rate. 


Favorable Deal for the L. 8. 


Potato farmers don't like this, but fruit 
and other vegetable growers do, It's be- 
cause, under the same agreement, they 
have favorable opportunity for the ship- 
ment of United States fruits and vegeta- 
bles into Canada. Viewed from a broad 
perspective it’s an agreement in which the 
United States has the best of the deal. For 
every dollar’s worth of potatoes which 
come in from Canada, growers here ship 
about ‘six dollars’ worth of produce into 
Canada. 

That is why potato growers are the only 
ones heard making any vigorous protests 
over the situation, and why so little is done 
to change it. 

As to price support, it’s easy to point to 
that as the cause of the whole thing. But 
price support has worked both ways. With- 
out it, the potato farmer would have gone 
broke. So would many other farmers, 
That might easily have tipped the econ- 
omy into a decline, experts believe.

Off East Europe From Free World’ 


« Following is the tert of Secretary of State Dean Acheson's 
_ statement late yesterday on United States relations with the 
Soviet satellite nations of eastern Europe: 7 
WOULD like to say a few words about our relations with cer- 
tain countries of eastern Europe, particularly Bulgary and Hun- 
gary, which have been highlighted by the events of the past 


I 


week. 

The conduct of the Bulgarian 
government has given us no alter- 
native but to suspend diplomatic 
relations with that country. The 
sentencing by a Hungarian court 
of an American citizen to 15 
years’ imprisonment on false 
charges without a fair trial is 
part of a general pattern common 
to all those countries which now 
have Communist governments 
and are closely tied to the Soviet 
Union. This pattern must now be 
absolutely clear to even the most 
casual observer. 

“Power Ruthlessly Used.” 

The principal purpose behind 
what these governments have 
been doing is plainly to make the 
so-called “iron curtain” impene- 
trable. Their purpose is to cut 
off the people of eastern Europe 
from the free world, to deprive 
them of all hope of any other fate 
than that reserved for them by 
their present rulers, and to lia- 
uidate all signs and symbols of 
western influence, to the accom- 
paniment of a flood of propagan- 
da and denunciation of “spies,” 
“warmongers” and the other fa- 
miliar whipping boys. 

In pursuit of their aims the 
present Communist rulers of 
these nations have ruthlessly used 
the power of the state to frighten 
their own population and to take 
action against the diplomats and 
citizens of other countries wholly 
contrary to the rules and stand- 
ards long accepted in relations 
between nations. : 

The Communist leaders do not 
seem to comprehend our concern 
for the rights of individuals. 
They regard our attempts to de- 
fend such rights and to give to 

rsecuted individuals what pro- 

mn we approximately can 
give them as evidence of hostility 
and of intervention in their in- 
ternal affairs. But here we are 
dealing with fundamentals of 
human and political behavior. It 
is the purpose of this Govern- 
ment and of the American people 
to promote respect for human 
rights. That is why we have 
vigorously supported the pro- 
visions of the United Nations 
charter and of the peace treaties 
on this subject and attempted to 
make them as effective as possi- 
ble. 

“Violation of Peace Treaties.” 

It is notable that the govern- 
ments of Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Romania, besides makirig it in- 
creasingly icult for the 
United States to maintain diplo- 


had independence in the past and

matic missions and virtually im- 
possible to give any protection to 
American citizens and American 
interests, have also systematically 
denied human rights and funda- 
mental freedoms to their own 
peoples in flagrant violation of 
the provisions of the peace, 
treaties. 

The countries of eastern 
Europe claim to be sovereign na- 
tions and the equal members of 
the international community. The 
United States has treated them 
as such, for these nations have 


have a right to it. We have 
wished and still wish to maintain 
normal relations with them re- 
gardless of differences in politi- 
eal philosophies and institutions. | 
We wished especially to main- 
tain our ties of friendship with 
the peoples of eastern Europe, 
with whose welfare and freedom 
the American people are natural- 
ly deeply concerned. 

On the other hand, states which 
claim to be soyereign members 


of the international community nig 


must act the part. Their govern- 
ments must observe accepted 
standards in their relations with 
the rest of the world, and they 
must maintain the attributes of 
independence. i? 

Bulgaria and Hungary. 

With regard to Bulgaria and 
Hungary, whose recent flagrant 
acts have brought their relations 
with the United States to the low- 
est point since the war, it is well 
to remember that a few short 
years ago these states were allies 
of Nazi Germany. It was the in- 
tention of the Allied powers, in 
proceeding rapidly to the conclu- 
sion of peace treaties with them, 
to give them a full opportunity 
to take their place again in the 
family of nations. Their present 
rulers, in disregard of the wishes 
of their peoples, seem bent on re- 
jecting that opportunity. 

I should like to repeat that we 
do not regard the people of east- 
ern Europe as responsible for the 
deterioration of our relations with 
their governments. And the meas- 
ures which the United States is 
compelled to take in order to 
meet the situation created by the 
unprincipled actions of those gov- 
ernments are in no sense directed 
against the people, who.after their 
exeprience with Nazi rule had 
every right to expect their free- 
dom and independence. This 
country will maintain undimin- 
ished its concern for their rights 
and their welfare.

“I shall not even touch upon 
the wholesale violations of the 
peace treaty. ... The Bulgarian 
people have a basic liking and 
respect for western culture in 
general. 

“The same large majority which 
is antipathetic to the regime that 
wipes out freedom and justice, 
looks with sympathy to the de- 
mocracies of the west. 

“This is one of the chief rea- 
sons for the frantic efforts to 
smear the United States, Britain 
and other democratic govern- 
ments and their representatives. 
The United States Government 
has borne with patience the in- 
dignities inflicted on its repre- 
sentatives and the more difficult 
suffering of those Bulgarians em- 
ployed by the legation, always in 
the hope that the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment would eventually reach 
a reasonable stand. 

“Nothing to Do” But Break. 

“It appears, however, that con- 
ditions for representatives of the 
United States . . are becoming 
worse. There was nothing for 
the United States to do but, with 
deep regret for that majority that 
represents the real Bulgarian 
people, to take the step of sus- 
pending diplomatic relations.”

NOVELST, DIES AT OES 


‘Eben Holden,’ a Best Seller 
of 1900, One of 28 Books 
He Wrote. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. v., Feb. 25 
(AP) — Irving Bacheller, noted 
novelist, died last night after a 
long illness in the Westchester 
division of the New York Hos- 
pital. He was 90 years old. 

“Eben Holden,” a literary sen- 
sation in 1900, was one of 28 
novels written by Bacheller. 

The patriarch of American nov- 
elists, he started the first syndi- 
cating venture in America. It was 
in the autumn of 1884 in the form 
of a Christmas page and featured 
a poem by James Russell Lowell. 
The venture was an immediate 
success. 5 

Within a few months, the profit 
exceeded his salary on a Brooklyn 
newspaper and he quit to devote 
his full time to the enterprise. He 
operated the Bacheller syndicate 
for 12 years. Meanwhile “Eben 
Holden,” a narrative of his be- 
loved St. Lawrence river country, 
was developing in his mind. 

He sold the syndicate to Cos- 
mopolitan and he and his wife 
settled at Tarrytown, N.Y. 

“Eben Holden” sold more than 
a million copies in the first 40 
years or more after its ‘publica- 
tion and still sells on an average 
of 1000 a year. 

His first novel, “The Master of 
Silence,” appeared in 1890. 


DR. WILLIAM H. TOWNSEND, 
MAPLEWOOD PIONEER, DIES 


Dr. William H. Townsend, phy- 
sician and surgeon and one of the 
incorporators of Maplewood in 
1908, died last night at Missouri 
Baptist Hospital. He had been 
in the hospital since Dee. 17 
when he suffered a fractured hip 
in a fall at his home, 7398 Maple 
avenue, Maplewood. 

Dr. Townsend, 83 years old, re- 
tired in 1941 after 50 years as a 
general practitioner. He was born 
at. Steeleville, III., and was grad- 
uated from the St. Louis College 
of Physicians and Surgeons in 
1891. He was surgeon for the 
Iron Mountain and Missouri 
Southern Railroad at Bismarck, 
Mo., for 10 years and moved to 
St. Louis county in 1904. 

He was one of the organizers of 
St. Louis County Medical Society, 
was president of the first Maple- 
wood Improvement Association, 
first president 6f the Chamber of 
Commerce there and also presi- 
dent of the Bank of Maplewood. 
Surviving are a son, Stanley M. 
Townsend, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Francis J. Bell.

Slow Movement. 


The first movement was some- 
what less accessible than the 
other two, even though it was 
more formally developed, because 
the melodic elements ‘were not 
quite so expressive. The rumi- 
native slow movement, however, 
was a genuinely poetic evocation 
which had the power of a simple 
utterance but with none of the 
banality that often accompanies 
eloquence. The harmonic and in- 
strumental background gave the 
movement a character that was 
fresh and personal but with fea- 
tures that could invoke a degree 
of recognition. The earthy 
rhythms and folk-like thematic 
material of the final movement 
suggested a village dance festi- 
val; it was in fact a distillation 
of the folk spirit as if the com- 
poser had decided to compress 
his whole experience with the 
music of the people into a single 
stylized setting. 

Primrose’s performance was 
such as to combine a disclosure 
of the rich beauty of his instru- 
ment and his command over its 
resources with a-masterly and ar- 
ticulate presentation of musie’s 
singularity. The orchestra undér 
Conductor Golschmann was close- 
ly geared to the solo part, it was 
alert, assured, balanced and ton- 
ally impressive. 

Thorough Preparation. 
number on the program 
had all the signs of thorough 
preparation and a feeling that the 
whole orchestra was in the grip 


went like a breeze; the Tschai- 
kowsky Francesca da Rimini“ 
was produced along an expanding 
dramatic line that was height- 
ened by unfaltering precision 
and the blended richness of the 
tonal texture. 

The G Minor Symphony, how- 
ever, was the most memorable 
of all. Conductor Golschmann 
exacted from his colleagues a 
continuum of beautiuflly shaped, 
delicately illuminated phrases all 
sparked by a continuously active 
rhythmic current. On the sur- 
face it was what you might call 
an elegant performance because 
it was so finished, so plastic and 
so graceful. Its smoothness and 
cohesiveness, however, concealed 
none of its tensile strength, none 
of its poignancy, none of its 
bursting spirit.

RECORD MONTHLY 
HIGH IN PAYMENTS 
TO THE UNEMPLOYED 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP) 
—Jobless workers received a 
record amount of unemployment 
compensation payments, $186,- 
383,000, in January. 

Robert C. Goodwin, director of 
the Labor Department’s Bureau 
of Employment Security, said 
yesterday the previous record 
monthly disbursement by state 
agencies was $170,629,000, in 
August 1949. 

Goodwin said the average 
weekly number of jobless per- 
sons receiving payments was 
1,952,000 in August 1949, com- 
pared with the 2,078,000 weekly 
average this January. The aver- 
age weekly payment to an indi- 
vidual in January was $21.17. 

The increase in the number of 
persons receiving payments was 
ascribed to “normal seasonal 
factors.” Goodwin said the in- 
crease this year actually was less 
than last year. :
